The Australian and State trend series comparisons are given on page 25. 
There was an increase of 2.3% in Tasmania’s employment over the year to 
November 1995. The largest percentage increase in employment was in New 
South Wales (4.1%). The next highest percentage increase in employment 
was in Queensland (3.0%), followed by Victoria (2.9%) and Western Australia 
(2.6%). South Australia had an increase in employment of 1.5%. 
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In the Hobart and Southern Statistical Division the estimate of unadjusted 
employment increased by 3,400 between September 1994 and September 
1995 to 101,600. Employment in the Northern Statistical Division increased 
by 3,100 between September 1994 and September 1995 to 56,900, The 
estimate af employment in the Mersey-Lyell Statistical Division was 42,700 in 
September 1995, a decrease of 1,200 on the figure for September 1994.

The Tasmanian provisional trend series estimate of 21,200 unemployed 
persons in November 1995 was a decrease of 3,200 on the figure for 
November 1994 of 24,400. The estimate of the unemployment rate of 9.6% in 
November 1995 compared with 11.1% in November 1994.

In November 1995 there was an unadjusted estimate of 367.800 civilian 
Tasmanians aged 15 or more. There were an estimated 220,700 persons 
(based on trerd series estimates) in the labour force. The estimate of the 
labour force participation rate in November 1995 was 60.0%, compared with 
the figure of 59.9% in November 1994. 


For males, the estimate of the participation rate was 69.3%, compared with 
71.5% for November 1994. For females, the estimate of the participation rate 
was 51.1%, compared with 48.6% in November 1994.

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In March 1995 there were approximately 137,600 employed wage and salary 
earners in Tasmania. In March 1993 the figure was 147,100 employed wage and 
salary earners. 


In February 1995 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 31.7% of all 
employed wage and salary earners. Overall, the category Community services 
had the highest industry representation, 27.8%, compared with the equivalent 
figure of 24.9% recorded in February 1993. The next highest industry grouping 
was Wholesale trade and Retail trade (19.4%, compared with 20.8% in February 
1993) and Manufacturing (15.2%, compared with 14.8% in February 1993). 


In February 1995, women made up 45.5% of employed wage and salary earners. 
In February 1993, the equivalent figure was 44.8%.

From October 1994 to October 1995 the weekly award rates of pay indexes for 
Tasmania rose by 1.4% for full-time adult females and by 1.7% for full-time adult 
males, for a combined annual increase of 1.6%. For Australia, the figures were 
1.8% for females and 1.3% for males, for a combined annual increase of 1.5%. 


For full-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the largest industry increases 
over this 12-month period occurred in the Recreation, personal and other 
services industry (3.1%); and the Manufacturing industry (2.8%). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees in Tasmania, the largest 
industry increases occurred in the Community services industry (3.9%); and the 
Electricity, gas and water industry (2.2%). 


The largest occupation increase over the same period for full-time adult female 
employees occurred in Tradespersons (2.6%) and Plant and machine operators, 
and drivers (2.3%). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increases over the 
period occurred in Plant and machine operators, and drivers (3.2%); and 
Managers and administrators (2.2%).

TAXATION REVENUE 


Prices for house building materials in Hobart increased by 3.6% over the 
twelve-month period ending October 1995, which was the highest rise for all 
capital cities. Adelaide was the lowest with a decrease of 0.4% while the 
national increase was 1.0%. 


Prices for building materials used in building other than house building 
increased in Hobart by 3.7% in the year ended October 1995, The national 
increase was 2.9%, with Perth recording the largest increase at 3.8%, and 
Adelaide recording the lowest increase at 2.1%. 


Major contributers to the annual movement in Hobart were builders’ 
hardware (up 8.7%), clay bricks (6.6%) and precast concrete products (up 
6.5%},

For the twelve months ended September 1995, Hobart recorded a 0.8% 
increase in the price of established houses. The extremes in price movement 
recorded were a 6.5% increase in Darwin and a 3.3% decrease in Canberra. 


For the same period, Hobart recorded a 2.8% increase in the cost of project 
homes. Darwin recorded the highest increase at 4.8% and Canberra was the 
lowest, with a decrease of 3.4% over the twelve-month period. 


The movement recorded in Hobart for the September quarter 1995 was a 


0.7% decrease for established houses and an increase of 0.3% for project 
homes.

ABS Catalogue No 6416.0, released on 8 December 1995, $13,00, 


Tasmanian State and local governments collected an estimated $778 million 
in taxes, fees and fines during 1994—95, an increase of 7.6% on the 1993-94 
figure of $723 million. 


The Tasmanian State Government's share of taxes, fees and fines ($644 
million} increased an estimated 7.7% from 1993-94. The largest increase, by 
a State or Territory Government, was experienced by the Norther Territory 
at 12.4%, while the smallest was 3.4% experienced by the Australian Capital 
Territory. 


Tasmanian local governments share of taxes, fees and fines ($134 million) 
increased an estimated 7.2% from 1993-94. Of the local governments, the 
largest increase was Queensland with 9.0%, while Victoria experienced a 
decrease of 6.9%, 


The main components of the Tasmanian State and Local Government total 
were payroll tax at $137 million and municipal rates at $127 million, up 4.6% 
and 6.7% respectively on 1993-94, and taxes on financial and capital 
transactions, $108 million, an increase of 4.8%. 


However, the major changes estimated in the components from 1993-94 ta 
1994-95 were casino taxes $16 million, up 33.3%, tobacco franchise taxes $76 
million, up 20.6%, and motor vehicle taxes $77 million, inceasing 11.6%.

calves was 2.6% higher than that recorded in September 1995. The number of 
pigs slaughtered in the same period decreased by 1.3% while the number of 
sheep and lambs slaughtered increased by 0.7%. 


The trend estimate for slaughtering sheep and lambs was 69,500 in October 
1995, which was 31.3% below the 101,200 recorded in October 1994. The 
slaughtering of sheep and lambs increased for the first time this year. 


The trend estimate of 6,900 pigs slaughtered in October 1995 was 9.2% below 
the 7,600 slaughtered in October 1994. 


The cattle and calves slaughtering trend estimate increased for the fifth 
successive month. The number of cattlé and calves slaughtered in October 1995 
was 21,300, which was 10.9% above the 19,200 recorded in October 1994.

There were 224 new dwelling units approved during October 1995 in Tasmania. 
This was a decrease of 11% on the number recorded for September 1995 (252) 
and a 31% decrease on the number recorded for October 1994 (325). 


For the twelve months ended October 1995 there were 2,844 new dwelling units 
approved, 28% below the 3,970 units recorded for the twelve months ended 
October 1994, 


The latest monthly trend estimate for the number of new dwelling units 
approved shows a levelling out after twenty-two months of consecutive decline. 


The highest number of dwetling units approved in October 1995 was recorded 
by the Municipality of Brighton with 25, followed by the City of Clarence with 23, 
the City of Hobart with 20, and the City of Glenorchy and the Municipality of 
Kingborough each with 15. 


The value of all building approved, at current prices, in October 1995 was 
$37.9 million, 7% below the September 1995 figure of $40.8 million and 3% 
below the October 1994 figure of $39.0 million.

The trend estimate for turnover of retail and selected service establishments for 
October 1995, in Tasmania, was $236.4 million, an increase of just over 3% on 
the October 1994 figure of $229.3 million. The trend estimate for Tasmania has 
been in decline for the last four manths. : 


The trend estimate of turnover for October 1995, for Australia ($9,936.2 million), 
was 7.6% higher than for October 1994 ($9,235.9 million}, The trend estimate of 
retail turnover increased by 0.3% between September 1995 and October 1995. 


In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover in October 1995, for Tasmania, 
was $236.0 million, 5.3% above the figure recorded for October 1994 
($224.2 million).

1 This publication contains latest figuresfor a comprehensive range of 
economic indicators. Statistics shown in this publication are the latest 
available at the date of preparation and may be subject to revision in 
subsequent issues. In a number of cases figures appearing in this publication 
are preliminary and are subject to revision in subsequent issues. Reference 
should therefore always be made to the latest issue or to the statistical 
publication on the specific subject. 


2 Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of 
normal seasonal variation from the series so that the effects of other 
influences on the series can be more clearly recognised. Seasonal adjustment 
does not aim to remove the irregular or non-seasonal influences which may 
be present in any particular month, This means that month-to-month 
movements of the seasonally adjusted estimates may not he reliable 
indicators of trend behaviour. 


3 «The smoothing of seasonally adjusted series reduces the impact of the 
irregular components of the season‘lly adjusted series and creates trend 
estimates. These trend estimates are derived by applying a 13-term 
Henderson-weighted moving average to ail months except the last six. The 
last six monthly trend estimates arc obtained by applying surrogates of the 
Henderson average ta the seasonally adjusted series, Trend series are used 
ta analyse the underlying behaviour of the series over time. 


4 While this smoothing technique enables estimates to be produced for the 
latest month, it does result in revisions to the most recent months as 
additional observations become available. Generally, subsequent revisions 
become smaller and after 3 months have a negligible impact on the serics. 
Revisions alsa occur as a result of the annual review of seasonal factors.
